ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, North Africa, Sept. 20.— 
Signs of a German retreat from the Salerno area were re- 
ported officially today as the Fifth Army seized all dominat- 
ing heights on the Sorrento peninsula overlooking Naples 
Gulf and drove inland from Battipaglia. 


Allied fighter-bombers blasted and strafed long col- 
umns of hundreds of German trucks moving into the moun- 
tains above Salerno in what may be the start of a general 
retreat. At least 246 out of perhaps 1,800 trucks were 
destroyed or damaged Sunday alone, 


Allied aircraft enjoyed a field day as they ranged up and 
down the narrow, clogged mountain roads running north from 
Contursi, 10 miles east of Eboli, unopposed by German air- 
craft. One hundred and nine trucks were left blazing wrecks 
and 137 others were damaged badly. 


Enemy Resistance Said Weakening

enemy resistance all along the Fifth Army bridgehead on 
Salerno Gulf—another indicatiion that the Germans had be- 
gun to withdraw from the area.

Total of 7,087 men had been 
granted permits to return indefin- 
itely to their previous employment, 
either by reason of the man’s physi- 
cal condition or the priority of the 
job held at present. 

The cases of 23,236 men are being 
gone into further, with a view to 
their transfer to more essential 
work. These men include some cas- 
es for whom higher priority jobs 
cannot be found in their own local- 
ity, and for whom transfers to other 
have to be arranged 

Of the total of 47,529 men regis- 
tered under the compulsory orders, 
7,911 are returned soldiers or men 
with dependents, neither of these 
types being regarded as subject to 
transfer under the orders issued
